Taylor Retires From Education After 34 Years

After 34 years in the educational 
field, Elba City Schools Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor is retiring from the 
profession. Taylor informed the city 
school board of his plans at Tuesday's 
meeting, and the retirement will 
become effective August 31. 

The announcement came as a com- 
plete surprise to the school board, 
according to one member, Mrs. Lois 


Holt. She said the board knew Taylor 
was nearing retirement age, but they 
did not expect it this soon. 


Taylor said his reason for retiring is 
that after almost 20 years as superin- 
tendent, he feels it is time to bring his 
career to a close. 

He returned to his home town in 
1954 as assistant principal at Elba High 
School and then two years later was 
promoted to principal. He later served 
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as the school’s distributive education 
instructor and in 1963 Taylor was 
named superintendent of the city 
system. He served dual roles of 
superintendent and principal of the 
elementary school for several years. 


“IL have thoroughly enjoyed all of it. 
1 am retiring on my own and the board 
was not aware of it until last night 
(Tuesday), said Taylor. ‘‘I want to 
express my appreciation to the present

Commissioners Hold Purse String 
Tight Despite Money Requests 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, July 6, at 
the courthouse in Elba, and in an 
apparent attempt to put a stop to 
increasing expenditures, turned down 
requests to hire an additional clerk for 
the probate judge's office and to grant 
pay raises to two highway department 
employees. 


The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. with all members present. 
Present were commissioners Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Billy Eagerton, 
Charlie Mack Martin, Marvin Bowden 
and Eugene Bradley, Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston and County 
Engineer Charles Bowden 


The morning's first visitor was Bill 
Hughes, of the Soil Coriservation Ser- 


vice. Hughes presented the commis- 
sion. with a project agreement for 
additional work to be done on County 
Road 14, Work will be done at 12 sites, 
will consist primarily of fluming and 
earth moving, and will cost $32,000. 
The commission, which will pay 25% of 
the cost, approved the agreement. 
Before leaving, Hughes also discussed 
proposed work needed on County Road 
25, and stated the final inspection on a 
completed portion of the Wilkerson 
Creek Watershed Project would take 
place on Friday, July 10. 


Probate Judge James L. Sawyer told 
the commission he needed another clerk 
to work in his office in Enterprise. He 
Stated his office couldn't serve the 
needs of the people with the current 
staff and agreed to start the clerk at 
minimum wage. Judge Sawyer dis- 
cussed his budget and the allucated

funds remaining for the fiscal year, 
admitting he could not ‘operate within 
the budget. All the commissioners 
agreed a clerk was needed, but the 
commission examined the books and 
stated the money just wasn’t there to 
hire an employee. 


Sawyer explained that in his offices 
he has only seven clerks to serve 36,000, 
and that the seven clerks must staff two 
offices. ‘‘I just can't serve the people of 
Coffee County with my small staff,"’ 
repeated Sawyer. ‘‘The commission 
should place as much importance on 
administrative positions as it does the 
needs of other departments. Either tell 
me where to cut services or hire me 
another clerk."’ 


A number of solutions was discussed 
and although none was agreed on, the 
most popular seemed to be manning the 
driver’s license machine on alternate 
days in the two locations. A motion was 
made to hire a clerk after the discussion 
ended and it was defeated by a vote of 
3-2. Boutwell, Grant and Eagerton 
voted against the motion; Bradley and 
Bowden voted for it and Martin 
abstained from voting. 


Engineer Charles Bowden 
addressed the commission and reported 
on the estimated cost of dry-bore holes 
under roads. Bowden stated the state 
required dry-boring on state roads and 
recommended the commission adopt a 
policy that all crossings of county paved 
roads be dry-bored. The commission 
approved the request by a 5-1 vote, with 
Grant voting against the motion. 


The engineer next asked that two 
highway department employees be 
given a raise in salary. The commission 
agreed the raises were warranted, but 
turned down both requests due to an 
already discussed lack of funds. Prior to 
leaving, Bowden told the commission 
the old landfill site had been grassed 
and felt it would be accepted by the 
State. 


In other action at Monday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 
***received a letter from Gov. Fob 
James inviting all members to attend a 
governor's forum in Dothan on July 23; . 
***approved a request for the probate 
judge to attend a probate judge's 
convention in Birmingham on July 23; 
***paid bills and adjourned until Mon- 
day, July 27, at 9:00 a.m. when it meets 
in Elba again. 
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and past school board members for their 
cooperation and support. as well as the 
teachers, principals, central office staff, 
the present and past city administra- 
tions.” 

During Taylor's tenure as superin- 
tendent, the city schools have expanded 
from all grades being housed in one 
physical plant to three facilities. During 
the 1966-67 school year, grades one 
through five moved from what is now 
the junior high school to the new Elba 
Elementary School. A few years later, 
the students outgrew this facility and 
Elba Middle School was constructed for 
grades four, five and six. 

A new gymnasium, football stadium 
and vocational center were also erected 
under Taylor's supervision, and a new 
addition to the high school is scheduled 
for completion before his retirement 
becomes effective. 


“Mr. Taylor's done a tremendous 
job for the system and for Elba. It's 
going to be our loss,’’ said Board 
Chairman Doug Martin. ‘‘‘We're cer- 
tainly going to miss him, but he just 
said he felt like it was time for him to 
step aside."’ 


“We don’t want to fill it just to have 
4 superintendent. We want to come up 
with the strongest applicants we can. 
It’s a job that is going to require a lot of 
consideration and concentration on the 
board's part,"’ Martin added. 


The superintendent is appointed by 
the school board and it will begin 
looking for a replacement immediately. 
According to Mrs. Holt, a new super- 
intendent will hopefully be named by 
August 31. 


“I’m personally very sorry to see 
Mr. Taylor leave this position, because 


T've iéarned’a iot from him. T'came into ~ 


‘ this very ignorant of the operation of the 
educational system, and he has been a 
good teacher,’’ Mrs. Holt noted. *‘But I 
think he’s leaving the board in a very 
good position, because we might even 
end the year in the black, which is a 
surprise in view of proration.”’ 


Alabama state law allows the school 
board 90 days to appoint a replacement. 
Mrs. Holt added that they are not 
required to publicly advertise the job 
vacancy and that ‘‘word-of-mouth"’ will 
probably start bringing applications in 
soon, 

“We will miss Mr. Taylor's leader- 
ship. and it was with regret that we 
accepted his decision to retire,"" Mrs. 
Holt continued. 

She added that current economic 
conditions necessitate the board's being 
“very conscientious’’ in selecting a 
replacement for the position. 

The school board underwent a major 
facelift Tuesday with Taylor's 
accouncement, and a change in the 
board chairmanship. J. Doug Kendrick 
turned over the reins of chairman to 
Doug Martin, and Paul King was 
elected as vice-chairman for the 1981-82 
school year. 

Other personnel changes included 
hiring a new elementary school libra- 
rian, discussing a tentative head basket- 
ball coach, and stalling on hiring a 
welding instructor. Joanie Doggett of 
Enterprise was approved as the new 
librarian to replace Lily Williams who 
retired in May. Mrs. Doggett has 
worked as a librarian with the Daleville 
school system for four years. 

Taylor told the board that he is 
scheduled to interview Curtis Barnes 
this morning for the head basketball 
coach slot, left vacant by the resignation 
of Jerry Kirkland. The superintendent 
said he has already talked with Barnes 
and is impressed with him, but Barnes’ 
wife has not visited the school yet. 
According to Taylor, a new junior high 
English teacher is needed and Mrs. 
Barnes has a degree in English and 
physical education. He also said she 
could be used to coach girls basketball 
team. Barnes is currently the head 
basketball coach at Slocomb High 
School. 

The board members debated for 
more than an hour on the applicants tor 
welding instructor at the vocational 
school. The five applicants were 
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narrowed down to two, but neither 
one could pull a majority vote from the 
board. The position was left vacant, but 
a special meeting is expected to be 
called within the next couple of weeks to 
fill the vacancy. 

Taylor presented a current financial 
statement on the new high school wing 
to the board. The total cost of the 
classroom project is $601,776 and to 
date, the board has paid $382,140. A 
balance of $213,937 is due to the 
contractor and architect. Of the 
remaining balance the City of Elba is 
paying $128,847, and the board of 
education covering the final $85,090.

Trammell Appointed To Elba City Council 


The Elba City Council filled a 
vacancy, opened bids on the old city hall 
re-roofing, approved $500 for a peanut 
festival float and an equal amount to a 
summer camp for a group of mentally 
retarded Coffee County citizens, and 
paid monthly bills of $12,585.29. They 
postponed action on a rezoning petition. 


Ray Trammell was appointed on a 
unanimous vote to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of David 
Stokes from the Elba City Council. He 
was nominated by Councilman Charies 
Kennett, who was the incumbent 
Trammell opposed during the last 
election. After the vote was recorded, 
Mayor Bob English expressed 
“appreciation to the members of the 
council and especially to Kennett for 
selecting Trammell who received the 
next highest vote during the last 
election, has expressed a desire and 
willingness to serve, and as a worthy 
candidate for the job." 


An advertised public hearing on 
rezoning the old Hayes Funeral Home 
fot from multi-family housing to B-2 


business was postponed by motion of 
Councilman John W. Sharpless who 
expressed some confusion over the 
exact procedure citizens might follow to 
oppose the action. The matter will be 
discussed at the next council meeting. 


Police Chief Ray Norris reported all 
city cases are now handled by the 
District Court and the first court session 
for city cases would be July 17, at 3 p.m. 


City Engineer Jim Williams report- 
ed that the street department was 
operating in a routine manner and 
stripping of streets would be completed 
when the paint machine was fixed in 
about two weeks. 


Two bids were received on re- 
roofing the old city hall (police station). 
Low bidder was Henderson, Black and 
Green of Troy, with a bid of $9,695 plus 
any needed carpenter work. 


Councilman Sharpless made a 
motion that the city furnish $500 for a 
float to be built for the National Peanut 
Festival in Dothan. Opposing the action 


was Counciiman Sonny inman wno said, 
“‘We have turned down one club 
(for Christmas candy) and should stick 
by our guns.’’ The motion passed with 
only Inman opposing. 


Richard DeVaughan told the council 
of the annual summer camp held for 
Coffee County retarded children and 
asked for funds to complete the current 
summer program. Mayor English told 
the council that if they would approve 
donating $500, his office would find the 
$500.’’ This was done unanimously. 
There are seven students from within 
the Elba city limits attending the 
camp. 


A discussion of the recreation 
budget had been requested by Council- 
man Kennett at the last meeting. 
English passed out copies of the 
expenditures to date and pointed out 
that part of the overspending problem 
was due to not planning for the gas bill 
at the Mulberry gym, and the purchase 
of some equipment for use in cleaning 
the cemetery.

The question that is on most 
people's minds in Alabama this summer 
is whether or not public schools will 
open this fall. So far no one seems to 
have a valid answer to that question. 

Locally, school officials say the 
answer depends on a number of factors, 
including the legality of operating 
without a budget, finances, and tea- 
chers’ opinions about starting to work 
without the assurance that paychecks 
will be on hand at the end of the month. 

Governor Fob James maintains that 
he will not call a special session of the 
legislature to hammer out an education 
budget until the first of August. The 
lawmakers will then have 30 calendar 
days to pass a budget. 

“That could theoretically throw us 
into not having a budget until the first of 
September,"" noted John Vaughan, 
superintendent of Coffee County 
schools. His system is scheduled to 
begin school August 24 and Elba city 
schools are slated to open August 21. 

If legislators on Goat Hill are still 
haggling over a budget past the opening 
date, will local schools start? 

‘Financially we could, if we borrow 
the money,""’ said Vaughan. ‘‘Out of 
the state’s school systems I would, say 
90 percent would have to borrow. And 
that would end up costing the people 
more money. 

“I don’t see how we could start 
without a budget. We couldn't tell our 
teachers they would get paid at the end 
of the month,"’ answered Elba City 
School Superintendent Elmer Taylor. 


President Reagan has lived up to a campaign promise and 
nominated a woman to the U.S. Supreme Court. We hope she 
was selected because of her legal knowledge and experience, 
and not because she is a female.

The Elba City Council has filled a vacancy on the city 
governing body with former councilman Ray Trammell. We 
are sure there are other qualified people who could have filled 
the position, but we have always considered Ray a friend and 
hope the feeling is mutual, The most noticeable indication of 
the high quality of people we are dealing with is the fact that 
he was nominated by Councilman Charles Kennett -- his only 
opposition in the 1980 city elections. The fact that these two , 
men could oppose each other, and once the election is over, 
display this kind of respect, is comforting to this writer. We 
salute them both. 


Last week we received a phone call to come to the home of our 
car-selling friend, Jimmy Wise. It seems he and Harry 
Jacobs wanted to brag about their fish a little bit. We like to 
please - and keep our few friends - and went trotting up there 
There displayed on the back porch was a whole bunch of big 
bream that just made me envious. They had been down near 
Tallahassee, and came back with pretty near the limit of 
bream so big and fat they were almost round! Harry weighed 
the biggest one and it almost hit 3 pounds. Now we ain't 
talking about shellcrackers but plain ole Florida panhandle 
bream that excite ye ole editor when they pass the one-pound 
mark. It was awful hard to come back to the office and work 
until midnight after viewing that catch of fish 
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Taylor and Vaughan are optimistic 
that James will stop “‘threatening’’ to 
delay the special session and call it 
immediately so they will know how to 
plan financially for the upcoming school 
year. 

Recently a spokesman for the 
Governor stated that there should be no 
cause for concern since school budgets 
run from October | through September 
30 of the next year. Therefore the 
1980-81 budget would still be in effect 
when school doors open this fall. 

“That's absurd. We don’t have a 
budget until September 30," said 
Vaughan. 

Beginning July 1t. every expense 
we incur is charged to next year's 
budget. That's just standard operating 
procedure,"’ he added. 

The decision to start schools without 
a budget may not be entirely the local 
boards’ decisions, but could be left up 
to the courts. Vaughan explained that 
the legislature adjourned once during 
the Wallace administration before pass- 
ing an education budget. Wallace told 
the schools to open on time, then a 
month later the state Supreme Court 
ruled that the systems should not be 
operating without a budget. The Ala- 
bama Association of School Admini- 
Strators has asked for an attorney 
general's opinion on this matter and 
hope to have it when they meet next 
week.

Twice Tuesday we received phone calls from out-of-town t 
banks wanting to sell us some bonds. Before we got our 
chance to decline, our caller talked about “‘State of Alabama 
bonds" and said something about the good interest rates, etc 
When he finally stopped for a fresh load of wind, we politely 
turned down his offer. The interest rate probably was good 
for him and the folks who can afford to invest in them, but 
from the side of those of us borrowing, it pinches awful hard 
to consider those high rates. 


It came as a surprise to us when Elba Superintendent of 
Schools Elmer Taylor announced his resignation. He has for 
several years admitted he had plans to retire, but it was 
always ‘‘in a couple of years’’. It will be interesting to see 
how the school board goes about sorting out the bushel of 
applications it will surely get to fill the position. We just hope 
they select the very best candidate possible. 


We were discussing the upcoming special session with the 
Alabama legislature with Representative Jimmy Hoiley this 
week and he quickly accepted one of our thoughts as a good 
idea. These lawmakers get all kinds of calls from oreanized 
special interest groups concerning needs for education. The 
end result was (and continues to be) that we don't have an 
education budget, and have /'n electorate that is down on the 
legislature and at the samd time down on our educational 
system. We feel that Mr., Mrs., Miss (and others) need to 
call their legislators and let their feelings be known on this 
and other subjects. So often the feelings of the folks paying 
most of the bills are forgotten in the madhouse normally 
called legislative process. Representative Holley agrees to 
our cali for input from the taxpayer, and our talk was 
generally informative until he mentioned solving the 
problems by adding a tax on advertising - - that was when he 
started meddling where he ain't got no business meddling! 


We are seeing a lot of smiling farmers around Coffee County 
these days. When the good rains began to hit the peanut and 
soybean fields, the grins got bigger and bigger. One farmer 
lacked five acres of beans getting through but said, *‘! will 
give those acres to the weeds before I would let you take back 
that two inches of rain we got."’

General Telephone Company (GTE) 
of the Southeast filed an application last 
week with the Alabama Public Service 
Commision requesting local service rate 
increases for its 38 Alabama exchanges. 

Ozark’s District Service Manager 
Tommy Rorie said the proposed rates 
would increase the monthly basic 
services rates for residential, one-party 
customers between $1.90 and $2.45 
depending on the size of the commun- 
ity. Business rate increases would vary 
according to the size of the community 
and the type and extent of telephone 
services. For example, in Elba one-— 
part residential service would increase 
$2.15 per month and one-party business 
sevice would increase by $5.20 per 
month. 

Alabama's Vice President and 
General Manager, Bill Entz, said in the 
past the cost of a customer’s primary 
telephone has been included in basic 
service rates. The new monthly rate 
would no longer include the primary 
telephone. 

Entz said this is because of recent 
changes in national telecommunications 
policy. Separate charges for all tele- 
phones would depend on the type of 
instrument leased from the company, 
beginning at $1.10 for a standard rotary 
dial telephone. 

Besides this change, the company is 
seeking an increase in local coin 
telephone rates from 10 cents to 25 
cents, and changes in charges for initial 
installation work that primarily would 
affect new telephone customers. 
Charges to install new equipment, 
central office work related to new 
services, and wiring all will increase if 
the application is approves. 

‘We strongly believe,’ Entz said, 
‘that we must fully charge those 
customers causing the work, rather than 
spreading the costs over all cus- 
tomers.”’ 

Entz said three factors largely are 
responsible for the company seeking a 
rate increase at this time; inflation, the 
high cost of money and capital recovery 
problems caused by outdated deprecia- 
tion methods. 

‘*Inflation has taken a great toll in 
our industry, just like it has on every 
business and individual,”’ said Entz. 
‘Current rates are based on financial 
conditions and investment levels back in 


absorb these cost increases.”" 

Entz said that during the past two 
years General Telephone has imple- 
mented several programs that have 
improved overall productivity, including 
new procedures for handling telephone 
installation and repair, central office 
maintenance and service office opera- 
tions. As a result, he said, the company 
is now serving nearly 3,800 more 
customers and 7,000 more telephones 
than in 1979 with 18 fewer employees. 

“Unlike some businesses,’’ Entz 
said, ‘we can't stop all construction to 
avoid high interest rates. If we did, we 
would not be able to provide our 
customers with the degree of service 
they want when they want it. 

**To help pay for construction neces- 
sary to provide telephone service, we 
have to borrow money at prevailing 
interest rates. These rates on long- term 
borrowing are 14.5 percent for our most 
recent bonds issues in 1980. In addition, 
we have had to pay interest rates over 
19 percent for short-term borrowings. 

Documents filed with the PSC show 
General Telephone’s return on stock- 
holder equity to be less than 7.5 
percent. 

“If we are not able to increase that 
return significantly, we will have diffi- 
culty getting the capital dollars we 
require to meet present and future 
service obligations,’’ Entz said. 

Another reason the company is 
requesting higher rates is to improve 
existing capital recovery methods, Entz 
said. 
in telecommunications technology has 
resulted in shorter useful lives for our 
equipment,"’ he said. ‘Unfortunately, 
current state and federal regulations 
require the use of depreciation methods 
that do not allow us to recover our 
investment before it needs replace- 
ment. 

‘‘This means we either have to delay 
new investments and the productivity 
and service improvements that new 
technology provides, or else we have to 
borrow at high interest rates, which 
means even higher operating costs,”’ he 
said. 

General Telephone is the second 
largest company in Alabama. Its 99,000 
customers are spread across 15 coun- 
ties, primarily in southeast Alabama.

during the regular session. 

“I think we don't have a budget 
today, not so much because of Fob 
James. but 1 fault the four-year institu- 
tions.’ stated Vaughan. “They've lob- 
bied for increased funding at the 
expense of elementary and secondary 
education."" 

Vaughan also lays part of the blame 
on the Alabama Education Association 
(AEA) and legislators playing politics 
by looking out for their own special 
interests, 

During the last session AEA stood 
firm on a proposal that included a $21 
million allocation to provide an insur- 
ance program for teachers. 

“| would like to see a_ better 
insurance program for teachers. But the 
question is - is there enough money to 
provide this at this time?” : 

From talking with education officials 
in Montgomery, Vaughan said he 
expects at least four different budgets 
to he proposed during this special 
session. James is currently preparing 
his, and so are Walter Owens, chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and Richmond Pearson, chair- 
man of the Senate Finance and Taxation 
Committee. 

“LT suspect Owens and Pearson's 
will be basically the same as beiore and 
I suspect the Governor's will be the best 
for elementary and secondary education 
in the beginning,’* Vaughan noted. 

In addition to these three, he aiso 
expects a group of inderendent legis- 
lators ‘not controlied ty James, or 
anyone else’’ to introduce their own 
budget.

The long-planned expansion of the 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home has become more of a reality as 
federal and state requirements have 
been fulfilled and ads placed soliciting 
bids on the project. 

According to a legal notice which 
began in The Elba Clipper last week, 
bids will be opened on July 30, 1981, 
with construction expected to take 
sixteen months. This lengthy time will 
be caused by workers having to work 
around hospital employees who must 
continue supplying medical services to 
area citizens, and the necessity to 
complete one phase of the project 
before another section of remodeling 
can begin. 

Hospital Administrator Jim Nichols 
has stated there would be some 
inconvenience to the public and to 
hospital and nursing home employees, 
but efforts were being made to 
minimize these problems. 

The project is being financed by a 
25-year loan from the Farmers Home 
Administration with interest at 5%. The 
loan will be repaid with funds from the 
City of Elba general fund and with the 
balance from revenue generated within 
the hospital and nursing home.

Sharp Contrasts at Calvary: Part ! 


In the account of the 
death of Jesus in the twenty 
seventh chapter of Matthew 
we find the sharp contrast 
between the sinfulness of 
human nature apart from 
God and the goodness of God 
towarc mankind. For at the 
cross we see at one and the 
same time the harm that 
sinful man inflicted upon the 
Son of God and the good that 
God accomplished on behalf 
of sinful man. In fact it is 
only against the dark back- 
ground of the sinfulness in 
the lives of those who had a 
part in the death of Jesus 
that we can see the full 
radiance of the love and 
forgiveness of God that 
shone forth at Calvary. This 
article and the next three will 
focus on four areas of this 
sharp contrast -- that is, upon 
four of the sins that caused 
Jesus to be nailed to the 
cross, and the contrasting 
goodness in the response of 
Jesus. 

First there was the envy 
of the chief priests and elders 
(27:1-2, 18, 20), the blinding 
self-righteousness by which 
they justified their crime (27: 
6-10) and their cruel mockery 
of His roles as Savior, King, 
and Son of God (27: 41-43). 
Why did the chief priests and 
the elders envy Jesus? No 
doubt there were several 
reasons: His popularity with 
the people, who regarded 
Him as a prophet; His mira- 
culous power to heal; and 
above all His very character 
and being itself. The envy of 
the chief priests and the 
elders is seen in the taunts 
and jeers that they direct 
toward Jesus as He hangs 
upon the cross. They not only 
mock His saviorhood, His 


kingship, and His divine 
sonship; but also they mock 
the very faith in God which 
undergirded His entire life 
(27: 43). 

In sharpest contrast we 
see the self-giving of Jesus at 
the cross. Jesus gave His 
very life for those who were 
envious of Him. 

Rudyard Kipling. the 
great English poct, was 
Speaking to a university 
graduating class. He advised 
the graduates not to care too 
much for money or power or 
fame; for, he said, ‘‘Some- 
day you will meet a man who 
cares for none of these things 

_ and then you will know 
how poor you are.’* (Charles 
L. Allen, The Miracle of 
Love, Revell: 1972, p. 24). 
Jesus was truly such a man. 
His concern for others was 
far greater than His concern 
for Himself. He chose to save 
others rather than to save 
Himself. Thus the chief 
priests and elders, in their 
mockery (‘He saved others, 
He cannot save Himself" 
27:42) were unwittingly pay- 
ing tribute to His saving act. 

The self-giving of Jesus is 
seen in the very moment of 
death. The very act of dying 
was a voluntary act on His 
part -- a gift of His life. For 
we are told that He “yielded 
up His spirit’’ (27:50). In the 
willing sacrifice of His life, 
moved by a spirit of self-giv- 
ing, Jesus stands in sharp 
contrast to the chief priests 
and elders who were moved 
by a spirit of envy to take His 
life. Thus in the death of 
Jesus we find a powerful 
demonstration of His perfect 
goodness -- a goodness that 
stands out all the more 
clearly against the back- 
ground of the envy that 
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caused Him to be nailed to 
the cross. It is this perfect 
goodness that is the source of 
His power over sin, As 
Charles Wesley espressed it 
in the hymn “O for a 
Thousand Tongues to Sing’: 
“He breaks the pow'r of 
canceled sin, He sets the 
pris'ner free."

During the years, new 
walls, hardwood floors, car- 
pet, altar rails, central air 
and heating units have been 
added to the church. 

Services were originally 
held on the second Sunday of 
each month, but now ser- 
vices are on the second and 
fourth Sundays.

Grove is Rev. Russell Teal. . 
In addition to the home- 
coming services, he also 
invites the public to attend 
revival at the church, July

ALABAMA LUNG 


Smoking cigarettes has 
been known to accelerate the 
Joss in lung function that 
occurs with age. 

Now the American Lung 
Association says there is 
evidence that quitting smok- 
ing, at any age, has a rapid 
and beneficial effect on two 
important measurements of 
pulmonary function. 

Results of a five-year 
study of 850 healthy men 
indicate those who quit smo- 
king lost significantly less of 
their forced vital capacity 
than those who continued to 
smoke, even when age was 
considered. Forced vital ca- 
pacity is the amount of air 
that can be forcibly exhaled 
after maximum inhalation. 

The amount of air that 
can be forced from the lungs 
in one second--a critical indi- 
cator of obstructive lung 
disease--also decreased less 
among former smokers than 
among smokers.

tant. This indicates even in 
middle or later years, giving 
up cigarettes can mean re- 
taining more lung power. 


If understanding the risk 
of dying within 10 years can 
help change habits, then tens 
of thousands of Americans 
have a chance to live longer, 
according to the American 
Lung Association. 

Taking part in a nation- 
wide Health Risk Appraisal 
program conducted by the 
U.S. government at health 
fairs sponsored last year in 
300 locations, these citizens 
completed a questionnaire 
including personal charac- 
teristics such as age and 
weight, medical data repre-

An old hay baler in the 
pasture is one that Jimmy 
Holiey found at a sale and 
bought for English. 

Atso in the pasture is a 
riding sulky plow similar to 
one English's father had. 
When English was a young 
boy this particular plow was 
one of the most modern 
plows on the market. No 
longer did the farmer have to 
tread the rows behind the 
mule, but now he could ride. 
There was a seat, foot rest, 
and a lever used to guide the 
wheels. 

“When you had some- 
thing like that, you were 
really a ‘‘mister’’. | remem- 
ber sitting on ours when I 
was five or six for hours at 
the time playing.”’ 

Several years ago, En- 
glish added to his exhibit a 
piece of equipment which 
was once hitched behind and 
mule and then used to grade 
the streets of New Brockton. 
There is also a mule-drawn 
disk he bought from Coffee 
County Commissioner Gil- 
mer Grant; a two-wheel ferti- 


lizer spreader purchased 
from another neighbor; and a 
hay cutter which was trans- 
ported to Coffee County from 
North Dakota. After Wesley 
Dubisar came South and 
married a local girl, he 
returned to his native state of 
North Dakota to move some 
of his farm equipment to 
Alabama and the hay cutter 
was included in that move. 

One item that seems to 
“jar” up a lot of memories 
with most people who ever 
rode atop one is a mule stalk 
cutter. The contraption 
worked on the basis that the 
harder and faster it hit the 
stalks, the better the chances 
of the stalks falling. *‘And it 
rode so bad that it would just 
about jar your jaw teeth 
out.” 

Not only does English 
have the machinery display, 
but inside his house are farm 
implements of every shape 
and size displayed along a 
den wall. He also has a 
cabinet filled with an assort- 
ment of old glass bottles and 
jars, which he has uncovered 
in fields or, found in old 
country stores that closed 
their doors years ago. 

The den wail display, 
complete with an oxen yoke, 
mule shears, and wool 
combs, went up one day 
when English caught his wife 
away from home. Thus far, 
she's let it remain, but he 
said he has to be careful 
about adding to it.

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Keeping plants healthy 
is ‘‘must” at this stage 


Peanuts planted here in 
April and early May are 
reaching an important stage. 
Understanding how a peanut 
develops is important in 
making decisions during the 
year. The best yields and 
highest quality will depend 
upon developing and keeping 
a healthy growing plant. The 
peanut plan makes most of 
its growth between 40 and 
110 days of age. Stems grow 
slowly and leaf development 
is rather slow during the first 
40 days. Depending on the 
weather, somewhere be- 
tween 40 and 50 days after 
planting, rapid growth takes 
place if enough moisture is 
present. This continues until 
the peanuts are ‘about 110 
days old. 


During this 60 to 70 day 
period, which we are pre- 
sently in, the leaf surface on 
individual plants can in- 
crease four to six times, 
depending mainly on the 
weather. Most peanut re- 
searchers say that vegetative 
growth under good moisture 
conditions is complete 110 
days after planting. This is 
true if the plants are setting 
pods normally. 


Blooming normally be- 
gins 2S to 35 days after 
planting at the nodes nearest 
the tap root. Later flowering 
occurs at reproductive nodes 
located farther out on the 
branches. Flowering also 


eccurs from nodes located on” 


the lower sub-branches of 
the main stem. Peanut flow- 
ers open at night and are 
fertilized during the early 
morning hours. This usually 
occurs just before sun-up. 
Flowers are generally wilted 
by mid-afternooon except du- 
ring cool weather when they 
Stay open for a longer period 
of time. 


Fertilization occurs when 
pollen is released inside the 
flower. The poilen travels 
down the pollen tube inside 
the flower staik. The ovaries, 


which upon fertilazation be- 
come the seeds inside the 
pod, are located at the base 
of the flower stalk. 

Pegs and pods develop 
following ovary fertilization 
when plant cells located im- 
mediately behind the ovaries 
begin to lengthen, thus form- 
ing the peg. The developing 
peg is pulied by gravity and 
in five to seven days it 
penetrates the soil to a depth 
of 1.5 to 2 inches. This will 
occur when there is adequate 
moistrue. As the peg reaches 
the maximum depth in the 
soil, the top containing the 
fertilized ovaries begins to 
enlarge from end to end, 
forming the pods and seeds. 

The developing pod 
reaches maximum size in 14 
to 21 days after the peg 
enters the soil. Seed maturity 
requires 30 to 60 days from 
pegging. Seeds near the tap 
root which enter the soil 
early in the season are 
generally larger and require 
longer to reach maturity of 
the later set pods have been 
held up by drought or cooler 
temperatures. 

Some growers are still 
cultivating like they did years 
ago. They push soil onto the 
row and cover up the base of 
the peanut plant. Dallas 
Hartzog, peanut specilaist at 
the Wiregrass Experiment 
Station, emphasizes that 
peanuts formed near the 
base of the plant are usually 
the first to mature, the 
heaviest and the highest 
quality. Soil thrown on the 
base of the plant will many 
times completely or partially 
stop the development of 
these valuable nuts. Soil 
thrown on the base of the 
plants also increases the 
possibility of white mold. So, 
cultivate carefully and only 
when necessary. 

Leaf spot control during 
the fast growth period is 
absolutely necessary. New 
leaves are developing at each 
branch terminal every three 
to five days.

Exposure to cotton dust 
causes long-term harm 


Illness caused by breath- 
ing cotton dust continues 
long after exposure to the 
dust ends, according to the 
American Lung Association. 

Citing a recent long-term 
study revealing incidence of 
pulmonary symptoms in re- 
tired cotton textile workers, 
the nationwide health agency 
noted that the new informa- 
tion was reported at a time 
when dust level standards to 
protect cotton workers are 
being reexamined, and the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration is re- 
quired to subject the stan- 
dards to protect cotton work- 
ers are being reexamined, 
and the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration is 
required to subject the stan- 
dards to a cost benefit analy- 
sis. 

Yale University research- 
ers presented the data at a 
symposium on  byssinosis 
sponsored by the American 
Chemical Society. Byssinosis 
is a pulmonary disease of 
cotton workers that can shor- 
ten life. How it develops is 
not completely understood, 
but toxins produced by 
microorganisms present in 
the cotton dust. Shortness of 
breath, coughing and tight- 
ness in the chest are major 
symptoms. Treatment is dif- 
ficult. 

Stringent rules covering 
cotton dust exposure were 
issued in 1978, but post- 
poned until March 1980 be- 
cause of legal challenges 
posed by the cotton industry. 
The future of the standards 
is uncertain. 

Until regulations and en- 
forcement provide effective 
protection from cotton dust, 
the American Lung Associa- 
tion advises workers to be 
aware of the hazards and to 


have regular medical check- 
ups. A leaflet available from 
the lung association offers 
this additional warning: 


Smoking increases the 
chance of getting byssinosis, 
and the probability that the 
disease will be serious. 
Moreover, it increases the 
chances for other, complicat- 
ing lung disease. For more 
information about lung di- 
sease, write to American 
Lung Association, Southeast 
District, P.O. Box 904 
Dothan, Alabama 36302.
